JUDGE QUOTES 
RUM GENESIS 
DENIES, DIVORCE 


‘i Husband dicia Leave 
Father and Mother and 
Cleave Unto Wife. 


Genesis as citation authority in Mis- 
souri law was recognized Monday by 
Judge Grimm of the Circuit Court, who, 
in denying the divorce petition of Andre 
Gehl of 1026 Emmet street, quoted from 
the second chapter, twenty-fourth verse: 

“Therefore shal] a man leave his 


unto his wife.’ 

Gehl’s suit was heard and taken un- 
der advisement last week. His wife's 
objection to his upholding his mother, 
he testified, was his ground for seek- 


ing divorce. Mrs. Gehl asked that the 
petition be denied. She said she was 
happy with her husband until his pa- 
rents came from Germany to live with 
them. 

Husband's Parents Cause Trouble, 
Mrs. Geh! testified that she wanted 
the parents to come, and went to work 
to earn money to help defray their 
traveling expenses. She saved and also 
borrowed some toward the amount 
necessary. After her husband's mother 
came, she said, the élder wofhan 6b.- 
jected to her methods of housekeeping 
and wanted to dictate. They sepa- 
rated, her husband saying, “Now we 
are as good as divorced.” 

Judge Grimm, in denying the peti- 
tion, said. 

It seems quite clear that the plaint- 
iff and defendant lived together happily 
until his parents came into the house- 
hold. There seems to be an incompati- 
bility between the plaintiff's mother and 
his wife. The plaintiff, instead of seek- 
ing to restore harmony, and pour oil 
upon the troubled waters, took sides 
with his mother, exhibiting neither pa- 
tience with nor consideration for his 
wife. 

Recognizes Biblical Authority, 

“If there was incompatibility between 
the wife and the ‘mother-in-law, there 
is high authority which this court recog- 
nizes in denying the divorce petition.” 
The judge then quoted Genesis 2:24, 
and added: 
“That the Old Testament is regarded 
as some authority by our Supreme Court 
is shown by the fact that it has been 
cited by that court on a number of 
occasions, Ordinarily we look to legal 
reports and text books for authority 
in deciding legal disputes, but here the 
sacred writings are cited as being the 
earliest enunciation of a rule which 
jhas been tried and proved by ages of 
experience.”

WASHINGTON, May 10.—President 
Taft today sent to Congress a special 
message, recommending legislation at 


the present extra session amending the 
Foraker act, under which Porto Rico 
is governed. 

The President directs the attention of 
Congress to affairs on the island, laying 
particular stress on what he terms ‘‘a 
situation of unusua! gravity,’ devel- 
oped through the. failure of the legisla- 
tive assembly of Po*to Rico to pass the 
usual appropriations bills, leaving the 
island — support after June 
next, 

Porto Ricans have forgotten the gen- 
erysity of the United States, the Pres- 
ident says, in the desire of certain of 
the island’s political leaders for power, 
and he adds that the present situation 
indicates that the United States has.gone 
too fast in the extension of political 
power to the Porto Ricans. He _ con- 
cludes that the absolute power of ap- 
propriation should be taken away from 
“those who have shown themselves too 
irresponsible to enjoy it.’ 


Law Should Be Changed. 

The President suggests to Congress 
the wisdom of submitting ‘to the \Ap- 
propriation Committee the ques- 
tion of qualifying some of the 
provisions of the fundamental act as to 
the respective jurisdictions of the exec- 


J utive council and theNegislative assem- 


bly. 

But no action of this kind, the Presi- 
dent ‘says, should be begun until the 
Foraker act is amended, so that when 


without making the appropriation neces- 
sary to carry on the Government, sums 
equal to the appropriations made in the 
previous yéar shall be available from 
the current revenues and shall be 
drawn by warrant of the Treasurer 
and countersigned by the Governor. 
Such a provision applies to the Legis- 
lature of the Philippines and Hawaii, 
the President says, and he adds that 
“it has prevented in those two coun- 
tries any misuse of the power of appro-

Trades Legislative Committee Rec- 
ommends That Department Chiefs 
Be Voted Out on Impeachment. 


The recall idea in municipal govern- 
ment, as put in practice in Los Angeles, 
is strongly. recommended in the report 
of the Legislative Committee of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union, sub- 
mitted Sunday. By this system ary 
city official, from the Mayer down, may 
be ousted from his office by a vote of 
the people when his official acts im- 
peach him. Included in the committee's 
recommendations is the initiative and 
referendum plan. 

Another important recommendation 
the committee makes to the Board of 
Freeholders is a distinct line of cleav- 
age between the legislative and the ad- 
ministrative functions of the city gov- 
ernment. This means, as explained by 
Secretary George W. Wilson of the 
Legislative Committee, the election by 
the people of all department chiefs, so 
that one man may be held responsible 
for the conduct of any one department 
and may be subject to recall.

It may 
be so, but how does it happen that the lower 
weights recorded by these customs scales did not 
attract the attention of the trust accountants? 
They bought a thousand tons in Cuba. When 
this shipment atpeared ‘as 800 tons in the Custom 
House why didn’t they ask what had become of 
the missing 200 tons? Moreover, who paid the 
overzealous and irresponsible subordinates and 
employes for their trick? It is incredible that 
they should have done this work just to swell 
their employers’ profits. 

The Government inspectors have been blamed 
for laxity. It is said they might have detected 
the cheat had they been on the lookout. They 
were no coubt careless, but what sane, healthy- 
minded man suspects morbid sneakthievery and 
guards against it when dealing with men whose 
reputation for at least fair commercial honesty 
has rot been questioned? If, in jealing with these 
gentry we must always be on the lookout for 
false bottoms in measures, ‘“‘mechanical devices”’ 
in weighing scales and jokers in contracts, we 
are face to face with a serious situation. If mo- 
nopoly has adopted the methods of the sneak 
thief as well as of the highway robber the ques- 
tion is more difficult than anybody has hitherto 
suspected. 

Something has been gained in the courts by 
civil suits which award tne Govcrnment consid- 
erable sums proved to be stolen.
